REV. MR. HANNA DEAD. 


It was with surprise and sorrow that the 
people of Edmonton heard on Tuesday even- 
ing that Rev. Geo. Hanna, pastor of the 
Methodist church, Edmonton, was dead. 
Death occurred about six o'clock in the 
evening after an illness lasting about two 
weeks. The cause of death was rheumatic 
fever, which having run its course through- 
out the system attacked the heart. While 
it was generally known that Mr. Hanna 
was ill, it was not supposed that his illness 
was serious, but he was never a very strong 
man, and his constitution had been further 
weakened by an attack of la grippe curing 
the winter. Mr. Hanra came to Edmonton 
in June of last year as pastor of the Metho- 
dist church, which position he has filled ac- 
ceptably since. Before coming to Edmon- 
ton he was stationed at Medicine Hat for 
two years, where he made many friends. He 
leaves a wife and one child, an infant. The 
relatives of the deceased and of Mrs. Hanna 
have been communicated with as to the 
funeral arrangements which are not yet 
completed, but the services will ly 
be held in the Methodist church to-morrow.

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BLACKLEG. 

The communigation from C. W. J, 
Haworth, V. S. which appears in 
another column is one which should 
have the most careful attention of all 
farmers and indeed of every person in 
this district. Cattle raising and its 
joint industry of dairying is one of the 
most important if not the most import- 
ant in this district, and anything that 
makes against the success of that in- 
dustry here touches the welfare of 
every one. It isa fact that must be 
deplored that the disease whose symp- 
toms Mr. Haworth so clearly de- 
scribes, and whose fatality he vouches 
for, which was unknown in this dis- 
trict until last fall, has re-appeared this 
spring, and has already caused some 
loss to farmers. If the disease is as 
fatal and as easily spread as Mr. Ha. 
worth says—and as it is well known 
to be—the situation is grave in the ex- 
treme, and every possible measure of 
prevention and cure should be resorted to 
until it isstamped out. Unfortunately, 
if the ideas set forth are correct, this 
district is one in which this disease 
may be expected to be hardest to con 
trol and drive out. The rank growth 
of grass and the abundance of water 
seems to offer peculiarly favorable con- 
ditions for the spread of the disease, 
and the method of letting the cattle 
run at will during the summer, seldom 
seen or looked after, except the milking 
cows, also favors’ its spread. 
This. appears to be a_ case in 
which the danger is so great as to call 
fur interference by the highest author- 
ity. It is a simple matter of fact that 
if the prevention of the spread of the 
disease depends on the deep burial or 
total destruction by burning of animals 
which have died of the disease by the 
owners of the animals, the disease will 
continue to spread. If each farmer's 
cattle were confined to his own home- 
stead as in Ontario it would be a very 
easy matter to make each man bury or 
burn his own dead cattle. Or if cattle 
were branded with registered brands as 
in the ranching country of the South, 
something might be done to compel 
burial or destruction by owners. But 
in this country where cattle are not 
generally branded, and roam at will 
over all vacant lands, it is plain that 
there will be extraordinary difficulties in 
the way of compelling owners to go to 
the expense of burial or burning unless 
so inclined. Should the disease spread 
an animal may be dead for days or weeks 
before the owner actually knows of it, 
and it may be other days and weeks 
longer before his ownership can be prov- 
en and he be compelled to bury or burn. 
No doubt many people will look care 
fully and properly after their cattle, but 
no doubt also many people will not, 
and the carelessness of some will injure 
all. In the provinces the matter of 
contagious diseases of domestic animals 
is dealt with by the provincial govern- 


ments. In the Territories however the | 


Dominion government has taken the 
cattle industry under its special foster- 
ing care. This being the case it is the 
duty of the Dominion government to 
take prompt and vigorous action to- 
wards controlling or extinguishing this 
disease in this district. The mounted 
police have done whatever has been 
done, so far, and have rendered good 
service, both last fall and this spring, 
but if the disease continues to 
exist, as it well may, some more 
comprehensive and thorough system of 
dealing with it will have to be pro- 
vided. The department of interior 
was notified of the existence of the 
disease here last fall with a request for 
active intervention. A long circular 
describing the disease was received in 
reply and that was all. It requires to 
be distinctly understood by all parties 
that although the losses from this dis-

continue to prosper. This is a matter 
that might well be taken up by the 
various agricultural societies, with a 
view to securing united action amongst 
the farmers, and also to awaken the 
Dominion government to a sense of its 


responsibility in the matter. 


CONCERNING ATHABASCA. 


To the Editor of the Free Press. 

Srmr—I would beg to point out that the 
account which appeared in yesterday’s issue 
of an interview by me of your reporters 
does not state correctly my remarks. With 
regard to the number of Indians in Atha- 
basca, I stated that I had heard 7,000 as 
the proximate number given by a census 
taken about two years ago, but could not 
vouch for it. The next is a more serious 
misstatement. I am quoted as saying: 
** There are three things which must be at- 
tended to by the Canadian government.” I 
do not wish to pose as a dictator of what 
the present or any other government should 
or should not do for the Indians chere. 
They are, for one thing, not within treaty 
limits. The substance of my remarks in 
answer to questions by your reporter were 
these : 

The Indians in the north are quiet and 
peaceable. I do not say that there is no 
possibility of an outbreak, should evil 
counsellors go among them. The safest 
policy is to make it illegal to sell to them or 
allow them to possess rifles. This is no 
hardship to the Indian, who finds in the 
smooth bore muzzle loader all he requires. 

Any action on the part of the govern- 
ment to protect the large game up there 
might operate in preventing white men 
from killing during the close season, would 
be difficult to enforce it on the Indian. I 
stated the fact that large tracts of valuable 
timber were every year being burnt. Being 
asked whether I thought the game was de- 
creasing, 1 stated that while the large game 
was 50, I would not sav how it might be 
with the smaller furbearing animals, where 
numbers ebb and flow, but that these fires 
must tend to diminish them. I made no 
statement of ‘‘reckless slaughtering by 
white adventurers.” In the main the other 
statements are fairly correct.

FROM MATABELE LAND. 


The following letter was received recently 
by C. Sandison from Dave D.Reed who in 
company with Dan. McPhadden and Frank 
mares left for South Africa in the fall 
of “92. 

Bulowayo Matabele Land, 
March 9th 1894, 
Dear Sir. 

You will no doubt think me very neglect- 
ful for not writing before, but your letter of 
July 30th °93 was only received to-day. I 
would have written before without waiting 
for your letter if I had only been settled. 
After finishing my contract in the coal mine 
in the Transvaal I came -into Johannisburg, 
intending to go back to America, but finally 
concluded that I had not seen enough of 
Africa. So I purchased six donkeys and a 
van, also shot gun and rifle, and started 
from Johannisburg on the 25th of July °93 
fora trip up country. I was 70 days on 
the road, had a grand time, saw ail kinds 
of game but the white elephant that I pro- 
mised to bring back. i arrived in Fort 
Victory, Mashonaland, on the 6th of No- 
vember. The British South African com- 
pany Was going to war with the Matabele 
tribe of negroes for murdering and robbing 
the Mashonas. I sold my turn out in Fort 
Victory and went in the war as a scout. 
My experience as a scout I have not time or 
space to give, but will tell yeu there are lots 
better jobs than shooting negroes, especially 
when there are hundreds against you. One 
trip we had to live on our starving horses. 
Horseflesh without salt is not the most de- 
sirable meal. We lost 33 men in one mas 
sacre. They got detached from the main 
column, and had it not been for our machine 
guns not one of us would have been left to 
tell the tale, as a war with these ne is 
not for terms, but extermination. But luck- 
ily we were well provided with Maxims and 
shell guns. 1t would do you good to see 
the Maxims work, shooting 600 times per 
minute, and with four of them turned loose 
on the advancing enemy they worked like a 
mowing machine. With these and several 
shell guns the company was able to whip 
30,000 negroes with only 1,000 men. The 
war was over and peace declared on the 25th 
of December, and we were able to peg farms 
and mining claims. I havea farm on the 
Luella river, 3,000 mergen or 6,200 acres, 5 
miles long and a little over 2 miles wide. 
I have two blocks of mining claims each 150 
fect by 1,500 in one block. The company in 
addition to the farms which we al! received, 

i my extra services as scout by 
furnishing me with money to develope my 
mining claims. Everything is very high. 
Dynamite is four shillings a pound. Boer 
meal or unsifted flour, £10 per bag of 100 
‘Tbs, about $25 per hundred weight. I have 
two shafts sunk, 30 feet each, but I do not

“BLACK LEG” “ ANTHRX”. 


: “This is essentially a blood disease, affect- 
iug @ | animals from man down even to mice, 
also poultry and birds. It is due to a 
germ or bacillus, (‘‘bacillus anthracis”) It 
is generally found in low lying land, in 
sloughs, pools of stagnant water and even in 
rivers. It is taken into the system with the 
food and water. The germ has been found 
adhering to the grasses grown on low lands. 

The most general symptons in cattle are : 
The animal is generally thriving well and 
ail at once goes off its feed, muzzle dry. 
fim'na'ion suspended, (loss of cud) vaca: t 
eye with reddisu hue and sometimes smaili 
red spots are seen in the eye, heavy head, 
ears droop, tender over the loins, ribs and 
fla.k. After a time tumors are felt in these 
parts and may be seen in limbs, if so the 
auimal wiil be lame. Pulse quick and feeble, 
mouth hot and dry, vowels become con- 
stipated, urine scanty and high colored. The 
tumors or swellings crackle when rubbed, 
auima! is stiff and lies most of the time. In 
~ome cases convulsions set in and in others 
les of c nsci\us:ess and apparent paraly- 
sis. in some cases we ha e premonitory 
f-ver. The muzzle is dry, appetite capri- 
cous, bowels irreguar, skin harsh, urime 
nigh colured, back arched and general un- 
thrifty appearance. These cases if not at- 
tended tv soon develop the graver symptons 
and deathensues. The treatment for this 
disease is mainly preventative. It being a 
blood disease. The blood being in a fluid 
state and of a deep purplish hue. 

The treatment is to try and alter the 
blood and bring it to its normal state. In 
a bad case, or a case in which the symptons 
are fully developed, the animal is usually 
dead before the medicine has had time to 
work. Death ensuing in from 5 minutes to 
30 or 40 hours. Externally foment the af- 
fected parts with very hot water and dress 
with carbolic oil, (say 1 part of acid to 4 or 
5 of oil) Where the diseased parts are dead 
(cold to the touch) apply equal parts of 
ammonia turpentine a:'d oil to the sur 
rounding parts, or use mustard and turpen- 
tine rubbing weil in. Give internally 3 
times a day 2 to3 drachms chlorate of po:- 
ash and 5 to 10 drops of carbolic acid in a 
pint of water. Feed on good easily digest- 
ed food and after convaiesence has set in 
give the sulphatefof iron in 2 to 3 drachm 
doses twice a day for a week or two. I 
would recommend as a preventative that 
all the stock, especially the young ones, up 
to 2 years old in infected regions be dosed 
with 2 to 3 drachm doses of sulphate of iron 
twice a day for a week. 

Carcases of diseased animals should be 
buried 6 feet under ground with carbolic 
acid and lime, or burned.

CONCERNING A CERTAIN HOG. 
Medicine Hat News: The transference of 

Judge Macleod to Calgary is a direct viola- 
tion of the eternal fitness of things, besides 
being one more move in the ‘‘ hog” game 
which the citizens of Calgary—or some of 
them—seem to have set out to play. What 
good that sort of thing can do, beyond 
tlattering the self couceit of Calgary, it is 
impossible even to guess at. 

f Calgary be destined to be the great 
city which it apes to be, it surely ought to 
contrive to become so by its own intrinsic 
merits. it should have no need to rob ad- 
joining towns in order to enrich itself. Yet, 
it is apparently bent on doing this very 
thing, judging from the way it is grabbing, 
or trying to grab, at everything in sight. 
Can it be possible that its citizens fail to see 
that by doing so they are, in the first place, 
advertising the fact that their town is a tub 
that cannot stand on its own bottom, but 
must be propped up by material taken from 
its neighbors; and, in the second place, 
that they are, in this policy of grab, bound 
to antagonize all the other towns that are 
laid under contribution for the purpose of 
restoring Calgary's stability and maintain- 
ing its self-arrogated importance? The 
cuckoo intruder in the hedge-sparrow’s nest 
may grow to be a fat and a saucy bird, but 
it cannot expect to be popular with the 
other occupants of the nest. 

The Mayor of Calgary in talking over the 
matter of the transference of Judge Mac- 
leod with a News representative last week, 
was evidently ashamed of the transaction, 
for he disclaimed having had anything to do 
with it. In fact he said that the Calgary 
bar had manipulated the wires without aid 
of any kind from the rest of the citizens. 
It may be so, but in whatever way it was 
done, and by whomsoever the mean scheme 
was engineered, it has done no good to 
Calgary, and it was a gross piece of injustice 
to have sanctioned the transference, 

It is undeniable that there is a growing 
feeling in the Territories that Calgary is a 
pig that wants all the swill in the commun- 
ity trough, and disturbs every one in its 
vicinity by its incessant squeals for more. 
The inevitable result will be that the 
wuisance will have to be abated, and this 
daughter-of-the-horse-leech business put 
a stop to. All men, outside of the Jew,can 
stand pork, but they—well—they draw the 
line at a hog.
